Sherwin Gardner, acting FDA 
commissioner, said: “Previously, 
animal tests have not demon- 
strated with any degree of cer- 
tainty whether saccharin could 
cause cancer. But these Canadian 
-tests show unequivocally that this 


- substance can produce malignant 


bladder tumors in rats.” 

Mr. Gardner noted that the 
so-called “Delaney clause” of the 
‘FDA act prohibits the use in food 
of any ingredient shown to have 
caused cancer in animals or man. 


“The law ἰδ equally clear,” Mr. 
Gardner said. “It says that no 
ingredient that causes cancer... 
may be added to our food supply. 
So science aud law dictate that 
saccharin be removed from our 
food supply.”

The artificial sweetener—350 
times sweeter than sugar—was 
introduced in the United States 
about 1900.

Against Bid to Free Hostages 


Insist Chief 
Of Muslims Be 
Handed Over

WASHINGTON, March 10.— 
Gunmen who hold more than 100 
hesiages broadcast a warning to 
Police today that any attempt to 
free them would jeopardize the 
lives of the prisoners. 

“We are Hanafi Muslims to the 
death.” they said in a message 
relayed br telephone and radio

“And if the police have any 
ideas about storming this room, 
ij will put all of our lives in 
immediate danger es well as the 
over 100 hostages at B'nai Brith.”

There were indications that the 
terrorists had sufficieat supplies 
to hold out for a time. During 
@ tense night, a man who iden- 
tified himself as Eahalifa Hamaas 
Abdul Khaalis, 54, leader of the 
guumen who invaded and occu- 
pied three buildings. talked fre- 
quently with reporters by tele- 
phone. 

Prepared to Die 

Asked if he expected his de- 
teand that Black Muslim leaders 
be delivered to him would be met, 
the terrorist said, “If they don't, 
the worst is to come, yet, the 
worst is to come... Im pre- 
pared to die.” 

At midmorning, however. Dis- 
trict of Columbia Mayor Walter 
Washington said that hostages 
were “not suffering. other than 
being confined.”

The gunmen all were believed 
to be members of the tiny, 
predominantly black Hanafi Mus- 
lim sect. They seized the head- 
quarters of B'nai Brith, a Jewish 
social service organization; the 
Islamic Center, a Moslem 
mosque, and the District of 
Columbia City Hall 

Reporter Killed 

During the take-over of City 
Hall, 2 black reporter for a Wash~ 
ington radio station was shot to 
death and a city councilman and 
three other persons were wound~ 
ed. Eight persons were injured 
during the take-over of the ΒΔ] 
Brith building, Three of those 
eight remained hostages. 

Mr, Grip telephoned radio 
station WTOP and reported that 
the group was being treated well 
and was provided with cigarettes, 
food and newspapers this morn- 
ing. He did not specify where 
the supplies came from. 

‘Terrorists at Bnoi Brith were 
holding out in a cafeteria. Ter- 
Torists at the Islamic Center ask- 
ed that food be sent in. 

An official said that a package 
of drugs was being prepared to 
be sent into the B'nai B'rith 
building for persons requiring 
reguiar medication. A trickle of 
hostages continued to be released 
for medical reasons. 

Andrew Hoffman, one of the 
last persons freed at B’nai Brith, 
said “The leader was really flitty. 
At times, he went into a rage. 
He emptied a pistol into 2 tele

ity of the Panama Canal when 
the treaty expires—probably by 
the end of the century. 


‘They ssid the United States 
and Panama have agreed that 
within three years after the new 
treaty goes into effect Panama 
will gradually acquire jurisdic- 
tion over the canal and the 
Canal Zone. which have been 
administered and controlled by 
the United States since 1903, 


The two countries have also 
agreed that Panama will take an 
increasing part in operation of 
the canal ἜΧΗΙ it takes over 
completely on the termination of 
the treaty.

The fears, then. af the prose- 
cutors. federal mershals and 
presiding Judge Leonard Braman 
were of Black Musiims who 
might come to the aid of the 
Muslims on trial. All deference 
ang sympathy were extended to 
the family of Ehwalls. 

At one point in the trial, the 
Black Muslim defendants asked 
Judge Braman to excuse himself 
from the case because of the 
judge's Jewish faith The judge 
refused. 

The request was made when 
the judge refused to declare a 
mistrial after Khaalis shouted at 
the defendants in front of the 
jiry, “You killed mv babies! You 
killed my babies and shot my 
women!” 

As a result of that outburst, 
however, Khaalis was held in 
contempt of court and fined $750. 

The trial did not so well for 
the government or the Hanafis. 
Of six defendants during the 
first trial. one was acquitted out- 
neht by Judge Braman when the 
government's key witness, an un- 
indicted coconspirator, refused to 
testify. The witness, James Price, 
who had testified before a federal 
erand jury, was later murdered 
in prison, where he was housed 
with other Biack Muslims.

U.S. Lawyers Face Malpractice Threat

NEW YORK, March 10 (NYT.

Most of the country's 400,000 
lawyets carry such insurance, 
which until recently was con- 
sidered to he a minor cost of 
doing business. Now, after steep 
Tate increases in th: last few 
months, seme Jawyers find them- 
Selves paying up to $1,000 a ycar 
for coverage, and more increases 
are predicted for the near future.

ὁ Changes in the public's at- 
titude. The spread of consumer- 
ism, the declining respect for the 
professions and a greater aware- 
ness of incompetence among 
lawyers have contributed to the 
growing number of lawsuits. The 
once well-defined distinction be- 
tween a client receiving an un- 
favorable result in @ case and a 
Jawyer's ma)practice has begun 
to dissolve, 

9 Changes in the Jaw. Courts 
bave made it easier for aggrieved 
parties to abtain judgments 
against lawyers. For example, in 
many states, 2 lawyer is no longer 
protected from liability to persons 
other than immediate clients. In 
some states, the standard for de- 
termining liability has been ex- 
panded, as 4 lawyer can now be 
held responsible for failing to re- 
search adequately a question of 
law. 

Probably most important, the 
statute of limitation—the time 
within which a suit can he 
broughi—has generally been held 
to start trom the time the negli- 
gent act is discovered by the 
client, not when the lawyer com- 
mitted it. This means a lawyer 
can be sued years after he 
botches a case.

Among the topits at the ini- 
tial White House conference to- 
day between the two leaders, 
which lasted about an bour, were 
the British initiative in Rhodesia, 
which is backed by the United 
States, and the human rights 
problem, which will be raised at 
the forthcoming Belgrade con- 
ference, a follow-up to the Hel- 
sinki agreements. 

Mr. Powell said that Mr. Carter 
and Mr, Callaghan “discussed 
ways to see that this conference 
would be productive” but he gave 
no details. 

MrPoweil said the two leaders 

“agreed on the need for coor- 
dination of macroeconomic pol- 
icies.” This refers to large-scale 
economic problems that may af- 
fect many nations. 

A British official said after 
the meeting that he believed “a 
determined effort” would he 
made by the two nations to 
bring their ecanomic policies Into 
“concert.” 

Low-Key Ceremony 


Earlier, at 2a low-key White 
House arrival ceremony, Mir. Car- 
ter warmly welcomed the Prime 
Minister, calling the British “our 
closest allies and friends.”

PARIS, March 10 (UPI).—The 
Michelin Guide, traditional guide- 
book for gourmets around the 
world, today announced that its 
1977 French edition coming out 
March 17 will include one addi- 
tional restaurant with the coveted 
three-star rating for a total of 18. 

All 17 three-star restaurants 
listed last year retained their 
rating this year, including six in 
Paris.

The Afro-Arab summit, according to Pres- 
ident Anwar Sadat of Egypt, host and vital 
influence, was a “full success.” Islam has 
& long and intimaté association with Africa;

‘There is a certain irony in the fact that 
what these dollars can buy must come from 
the “Imperialst” countries blacks and Arabs 
Jomed in denouncing, And, of course, Arab 


-oll would still be in the ground if Americans 


and Europeans had not fond a use fer it, 
and means to extract it. But history %& full 


of ironies—not the least of which Is the fact 
that Arab slave traders had to be put down 
by the imperialists, maintaining that grim 
traffic long after it had been barred by 
Western countries. 

The world today, however, is less con- 
cerned twith the rhetoric of Cafro than with 
its practical effects, Black Africa does need 
money % build up its nations The Arab 
states, especiaily those in the forefront at 
Cairo, Rgypt and Saudi Arabia, are moderates 
in the Mideastern conflict; Jordan and the 


Palestine Liberation Organization seem to . 


have reached an accord which may lead to 
a Palestinian presence at the Geneva peace 
conference; President Carter produced, . as 
the conference was ending, a flexible jnter- 
pretation of “secure and recognized boun~ 
daries” that might permit relative security 
to be adjusted to claims of sovereignty in 
an area where the two have thus far seemed 
irreconcilable. ; 

Cairo, therefore, may have produced re- 
sults that go beyond the relationship be~ 
tween Islam and Africa, a relationship that 
has constructive as well as explosive conno~ 
tations, Tt is to be hoped that these con- 
structive elements can he explored—-by all 
concerned in the vast and fluid area af- 
feeted: by Africans and Arabs, hy Israel, 
by the Weat, by the Communist Fash, by the 
whites of southern Africa. Ἢ 


The Andy Young Problem 


“Well. you may say, what's so wrang with 
U.S. delegate Brady Tyson’s apologizing at 
Geneva for U.S. involvement in subverting 
Chile in 1973? Didn’t Jimmy Carter himself. 
eampaign against thet Nixon policy? Doesn’t 
now-President Carter wish this country to 
set an example in moral concern? Why did 
the State Department and then the Pres- 
ident slap him down? 

What's wrong is that the Tyson apology 
represents the latest manifestation of what 
might be named the Andy Young problem, 
in honor of the man who appointed Mr. 
Tyson. Myr. Young, of course, is the U.S. 
ambassador to the United Nations. Drawing 
en his close association with the President 
and pronouncing himself a “point man,” he 
has offered one public judgment after 
enother that turns out to have been neither 
@eared in advance nor approved afterward 
by the administration. Mr. Tyson is in effect 
landy Young's Andy Young: After Mr. Tyson 
apoka in Geneva the ambassador sald that 
pefoxe commenting he wished to see the 
Beh fext, which 1s precisely the sort of thing 
that Secretary of State Cyrus Vance and 
other officials have regularly found them- 
selves forced to say after some of Mr. Young’s 
pronouncements, So now, perhaps, Mr. 
Young knows how tt feels, 

No one denies Mr. Young, or Mr. Tyson, 
the right as 2 public official to lobby in 
channels for his personal views. But for- 
elgn governments and the U.S. people nider- 
standably expect that public statements 
made by officials in appropriste forums rep-. 
resent the policy of the U.S, government. 
The President has a fight to expect that 


officials speaking in pis name express his | 


administration's views. There is a necessary 
presumption of good order. Foreign sovern- 
ments are not interested in the personal 
views of U.S. officials; they want to know 
what is the offictal policy. To toss off per- 
sonal opinions—or to play “point man”—. 
and then to be repudiated is to lose a cer- 
tain part of one’s claim on another govern- 
ment's or the public’s attention: to lose 
effectiveness. 

In Mr. Tyson's case, the central point is 
not that he thought he was expressing the~ 
President's viewpoint but that he was tak- 
ing wpon himself an exremely rare and sen- 
sitive decision—to formally apologize, for 
a country as well as for a government, for 
the ‘controversial policy of a past admin- 
istration. Surely that dectsion 15 weighty 
enough to deserve being left to the con- 
sidered opinion of the President and his top 
advisers, A president who did not assert 
his own authority in such a matter would 
be inviting constant disorder and embarrass- 
ment. : 

Given his tles with the President, Ambas- 
sador Young’s case is special Or is it? Is 
he really immune from the departmental or 
presidential discipline that, however person- 
ally constricting, is finally what can give 
true foree to his ideas? Does he want that 
sort οὗ Immunity? We applanded Mr. Young's 


appointment, believing that he had a solid 


contribution to make to the shaping of U.S.

Call for Inclusive US. Energy Plan

JOURNEY OF THE WOLF 
By Douglas Day. Atheneum. 245 pp. $8.95.

Gr “Journey of the Wolf," Doug- 
Jas Day seems ta be saving 
” from 


poverty of the spirit.. Instead of 
sterying for food or the or- 
qinary comforts of life. the 

peasant or worker now 
starves for meaning. He hes put 
hits life into his new refrigerator 
and substituted for it a counter- 
teit image of the television set. 
According to Day, technology is 
the new. dictator of Spain and 
each tourist is its traveling 
salesmap.

Rosales, the hero of “Journey 
of the Wolf,” has not moved with 
the times and perhaps the only 
proper’ role for him in con- 
temporary Spain would be to 
coat him in bronze and put 
him out in the town plaza as a 
monument. In a sense, this is 
just about what the author does 
in this predictable novel. 

Douglas Day is the author of 
“Malcolm Lowry,” which won the 
National Book Award for biog- 
raphy in 1974 It is surprising 
that ἃ man who mew Lowry's 
work well enough to write a good 
book about him should choose 
to emulate Hemingway imstead. 
‘While another Malcoim Loury 
would be welcome, Hemingway's 
stilted style, complete with a

A war hero at 20, Rosales fled
